The establishing of munici- 
pal hospitals was the first step in this 
direction. f 

It is a well-known fact that the 
father of the idea of municipal hospi- 
tals in this province, the Hon, A. G. 
MacKay, was a believer in national- 
izing the health of the country. Others 
have advocated the principle and cer- 
tain labor groups have advocated the 
principle for years. 

The nationalization of health, in its 
true sense, is only made possible by a 
system of taxation which compels 
everyone to contribute to the main- 
tenance of hospitals. 


Our school system has been nation- 
allized, with the exception of the 
universities, in that they are kept up 
by taxation. 

Health is the most important thing 
in any nation and yet, as was pointed | 
out in a recent issue of The Tribune, 
it is very often the last thing we think 
about when it comes to making intelli- 
gent provision for taking care of it. 

If everyone was forced to pay a 
hospital tax throughout the Dominion, 


both in cities, towns, villages and rural

control. 

If hospitalization rested 
national scheme of taxation it would 
mean that there should be no indi- 
gents, as people would be admitted to 
the hospital automatically.

Under present conditions doctors 
are forced, in many cases, to give 
their services for nothing.

Why should doctors 
be called upon to render service for 
which they receive no pay any more 
than a printer, carpenter, or anyone 
else be asked to work for nothing? 
Considerable advance has already 
been made in handling the health of

CHANGE NEEDED IN OUR 
ECONOMIC SYSTEM 


The Tribune has contended—and 
still contends—that what is needed to 
bring the world back to normal is a 
change in our economic system to meet | 
the changed condition which has been 
rolled upon us principally through the 
use of labor-saving machinery.

“If a farmer or a business man | 
goes bankrupt, broke, down and 
out by following a fixed routine 
in his methods, what does he do? 
Continue the same suicidal method, 
after tottering to his feet in a 
frenzied effort to arise? 

“If he has the slightest trace of 
commonsense, he changes his 
method. 

“So with the world. If this sys- 
tem of feudal capitalism, so assi- 
duously followed by humanity for 
three hundred years, offers no 
more to the earth than regular, 
periodic tragedies such as this in 
which billions of once boasted 
commercial values vanish, is it 
sensible to patch it and go through 
the same perpetual orgy of fear 
and heartbreak? Common sense 
answers ‘No!’ 

“If out from this wreckage and 
chaos of capitalistic technique is 
born the friendly, neighborly sys- 
tem of human co-operation, the 
tragedy will not have been in vain. 
Co-operation, as a child of our 
travail, would offer something 
substantial, something human, 
something tangible to the chaotic 
business world. 

“Let us get together while we 
may.” 


The situation is nicely summed up 
in The Herald's remarks. What is the 
use of continuing along the way we 
have been travelling--a way strewn 
with physical, financial and mental 
wrecks. 

The change has to be made and the 
sooner people understand this the bet- 
ter, and the sooner will come a solution 
for our economic ills.

I was shown into the 
living room, in which there was a) 
fireplace, and as I stood there I tried 
to conjure up an incident that was 
enacted in that very room. 

Lincoln had been nominated by the 
Republican party for the presidency 
and a committee had arrived to offi- 
cially inform him of the decision of! 
the convention, and that committee | 
was seated in this very room. Lincoln | 
was informed of their arrival, and I) 
fancied I could see the tall, rather sad-

Later I went to see the monument 
erected by the nation. Inside was a 
good-sized room filled with flags, 
relics, papers—all reminding one of 
the part which he had played during 
the great crisis in the life of the re- 
public. 

Near the tomb was a sign asking 
the children not to mutilate the tomb 
of Lincoln. This request had been 
studiously lived up to, for there was 
not a mark nor a scratch anywhere.

Here, too, other members of the family 
were interred. Two places in the) 
crypt remained unoccupied. These 
were to be the last resting place of 
the martyred president's son and his 
wife, Mr. and Mrs. Robert Lincoln. 

Across the sarcophagus of the great 
statesman are the words, “Be Pre- 
pared.” 

In contemplation before this tomb 
of a nation’s hero, I recalled the life 
of this great man, who by sheer force 
of ability rose to the highest position 
in his native land and shouldered a 
joad as heavy as any statesman was 
ever called upon to carry. 

Il saw him as a young man splitting 
rails and in his leisure hours reading 
all the books which came to his hand; 
saw him open his law office in Spring- 
field and gradually rise to prominence 
in his profession; saw him route the 
great Douglas in debates on the slave 
question, which year by year was ever 
becoming more acute; thought of his 
anxieties when everything hung in the 


balance; heard him make his great 
speech at Gettysburg, where was 
fought the pivotal battle of that titanic 


struggle—a speech which will live as 
long as the English language is 
spoken. I thought of the great heart) 
of this man, who never forgot the) 
common people, the man who said | 
that God must have loved the com-| 
mon people for He made so many of | 
them. Finally 1 saw him laid low by | 
a mad assassin. / 

On top of the monument are figures | 
in bronze of the various types of 
soldiers who fought in the Civil War, 
when Lincoln, as president, was the 
main spring of the northern organiza- | 
tion, Somehow, as I contemplated the} 
life of this man he seemed to rise 
above the smoke and noise of battle, 
like a great mountain peak, radiating 
a kindness which makes his memory 
beloved by the common people of the 
world.

General Hornby Replies 


To Some Objections To 
New British Immigration 


Some of the objections to new Im- 
migration, which are now being put 
forward by farmers and by Labour, 
can be answered by examining the 
conditions which led to the existing 
(so cailed) depression, with the re- 
sulting unemployment and glut of ag- 
ricultural products. 

During the past four or five years, 
a strict curtailment of credit has re- 
sulted in an almost complete cessa- 
tion of our national development. Un- 
employment has naturally followed 
this cessation of our development; the 
resulting curtailment of the purchas- 
ing and consuming power of our 
largest class of consumers—our man- 
ual workers—has still further in- 
creased unemployment, by lessening 
still further the demand for food sup- 
plies and manufactured goods. This 
lack of purchasing and consuming 
power on the part of our largest class 
of consumers has particularly affect- 
ed prices for agricultural products, As 
a result of low prices for their pro- 
ducts, farmers have had to curtail 
their purchases of manufactured goods 
which has resulted in further indus- 
trial unemployment. And so the vici- 
ous circle has continued. 

If the cause of the existing depres- 
sion was the cessation of our develop- 
ment, its remedy is that we should set 
ourselves again to develop our coun- 
try. It is only by progressing that we 
can prevent ourselves from going back. 


| This is especially true of a new coun- 


try such as is Canada. Canada must 
continue to develop and progress if 
she is not to go back,—that is to say, 
if she is to continue to exist as a 
nation. 

In the past, as long as she was de- 
veloping, Canada has been prosperous. 
She is in an unprosperous condition 
now, as I think, chiefly because she 
has temporarily ceased to develop. I 
believe that she will be prosperous 
again only when we again proceed 
with her development on the old lines. 


The further development of our 
country is the first step to be taken in 
the direction of National recovery. 
Such development will afford large 
numbers of our workers the work and 
wages which they legitimately demand. 
A renewal of their purchasing power 
will result in renewed demands for 
manufactured goods and for agricul- 
tural products, leading to still more 
employment and to higher prices for 
farm produce, which will enable farm- 
ers too to again become consumers of 
manufactured goods. In other words, 
—if we can put our manual workers to | 
work again and give them purchasing 
and consuming power by distributing 
good wages, we shall be taking a big 
step towards national recovery. 


New Immigration, coupled with or- 
ganized and fully financed land set- 
tlement, is a form of national develop- 
ment which has more to recommend it 
at the present time: than any other 
form of development—more to recom- 
mend it than the construction of huge 
buildings in our big cities; more to 
recommend it than any increase in our 
already very complete public services, 
or in the office accommodation of 
their large staffs; more to recommend 
it just now than more roads; more 
even than city housing schemes, badly 
though such are needed in some of our 


| tomers. 


cities. 

Fully financed land settlement will 
call for services and goods on a great 
scale; will distribute large sums of 
new money in payment therefor; will 
give an impetus to new manufacturing 
and will act as a fillip to business 
throughout Canada. 


What I am advocating is a resump- 
tion of British immigration, together 
with organized land settlement, fully 
financed from sources in Britain. 


The necessary preparations for es- 
tablishing the new immigrants on 
ready made farms should be commenc- 
ed at once, by purchases of land; by 
the construction of houses, and barns; 
by placing orders for equipment and 
foundation live stock, ete. 

Farmers need not fear increased 
by new settlers. It will 
not make itself felt for two or three 
years, and then it will be in live stock 
rather than in wheat, if it is properly 
organized and supervised, as it must 
be. Moreover the increased employ- 
ment for manual workers, in preparing 
ready-made farm homes for the new 
immigrants; in supplying new imple- 
ments and equipment to operate them 
and in providing numerous necessary 
supplies, will create a greater demand 
for farm products——meat, milk, butter 
and eggs, etc. and so will tend to 
raise local prices long before any in- 
crease in the amount of agricultural 
produce will be felt. Moreover the 
local price of live stock will be further 
improved by purchases of foundation 
live stock for the new settlers. And 
purchases of land will tend to stabilize 
land values and to improve its price— 
a further advantage to farmers. 

Neither need Labour be afraid of 
new British Lmmigration,—if properly 
organized and fully financed. The 
preparation of ready-made farm 
homes, and their equipment in readi- 
ness for operation, will set to work 
again many workers at present unem- 
ployed, long before the newcomers be- 
gin to arrive. And when they do ar- 
rive, the newcomers will not compete 
with industrial labour in the cities. 
They will be established on the land; 
and steps will be taken and guaran- 
tees given; to ensure that they remain 
there. Why should they not remain 
there if they have good homes, and 
good openings? 

It is probably too much to expect 
that organized Labour should give its 
official blessing to a scheme of new 
Immigration at the present time. But 
I am, satisfied that there are very 
many individual unemployed artisans 
and laborers who are looking forward 
eagerly to participating in the great 
amount of employment which will re- 
sult at once from the adoption of a 
policy of new immigration, coupled 
with organized and fully financed land 
development and settlement. 

Under existing conditions of unem- 
ployment, lack of wages, and loss of 
purchasing power, prevailing generally 
throughout the ranks of Labor, surely 
any proposals offering even a modi- 
cum of employment are worth of con- 


sideration and should be given a fair 
chance. 

It is beyond argument that Canada 
as a whole needs more people before 
she can become fully prosperous; and 
there are many reasons why an eatly 
increase in our population, particularly 
in the Prairie Provinces, would be be- 
neficial to the Dominion. All the Pro- 
vinces have created public services 
sufficient for a population twice or 
three times what it is at present; the 
tax burden of maintaining these ser- 
vices bears very heavily on the present 
tax payers. The railway companies 
have transportation facilities for twice 
or three times Canada's present popu- 
lation; their revenues at present suf- 
fer from the sparseness of the popu- 
lation in many districts which they 
serve. 

I am not, of course, advocating the 
immediate immigration of large num- 
bers of people from Great Britain into 
Canada. We all know that no such 
immigration is possible until previous 
preparation on an ample scale has 
been made for the newcomers’ proper 
establishment on the land in self-sup- 
porting farm homes. We also know 
that such preparations require much 
organization and time. They should, 
therefore, be commenced at once, 
What I am advocating is that the es- 
sential preparatory measures should 
be taken in hand without delay; so 
that we may be ready to act imme- 
diately immigration in Canada is again 
resumed. 

To sum up: New immigration, 
coupled with organized and fully fin- 
anced land settlement, will create new 
employment and distribute good wages 
to wage earners, thereby placing pur- 
chasing power in the hands of the 
biggest class of consumers of farm 
produce; it will thus help to raise the 
local price level of what the farmer 
produces; it will also go a long way 
towards stabilizing land values and 
prices for foundation live stock at 
improved levels. 

We must not forget that Canada’s 
great development in the past was 
founded on British immigration, which 
brought with it, or was followed by 
British capital for investment. Sy the 
means of continuous immigration Can- 
ada has progressed continuously.— 
Through immigration she may regain 
prosperity now-—if she aims at it.

TENT CATERPILLAR CONTROL 


Winter is the time to strike the first 
blow in the control of forest tent 
caterpillars in the Prairie Provinces, 
for it is during that time that the egg 
masses of the caterpillars, often de- 
posited high on the tree tops, can best 
be cut out and burned, The most 
handy implement is a long-handled 
pruning seissors, and towards the end 


of winter, while the trees are still 
dormant, any inaccessible masses 
should be thoroughly sprayed with a 
mixture of one part miscible oil to 


fifteen parts of water, with one ounce 
of sodium arsenite added to each gal- 


lon of spray. The outbreaks of this 
caterpillar occur periodically when 
large areas of woodland and planta- 


tions are completely stripped of their 
foliage. With regard to control meas- 
ures, the Dominion Department of 
Agriculture issues a bulletin dealing 
with the subject.

As early as 1828 sheep were intro- 
duced into Manitoba, when the Hud- 
son's Bay Company was commencing 
to develop the country,

QUEBEC MAY DECIDE 
TO ORGANIZE LOTTERY 


QUEBEC.—Seeing no valid reason 
why the provincial government should 
be tied to the Dominion parliament in 
respect to the organization of lotteries, 
Premier L. A. Taschereau told the 
legislative assembly here that “per- 
haps” the Quebec government would 
organize a lottery of its own for 
charitable and educational purposes. 

If indications were given that such 
was the will of the house, legislation 
to this effect would be tabled, he de- 
clared.

TOO HARD ON ROADBED 


A train which travels.so quickly that 
its high speed is still in advance of 
practical use is an anomaly, but Ger- 
many possesses it today in the elec- 
trical “Flying Hamburger,” and it is 
of interest to note that thirty years 
ago speeds unequalled in the world 
were achieved by electricai trains built 
by English electric companies. On 
September 15, 1903, a speed of 124.88 
miles an hour was reached, and this 
was increased on October 27 to 130.16 
miles. Technical difficulties, espe- 
cially connected with the roadbed, 
were responsible for the fact that 
these trains were not put into regular 
service. There was also no popular 
demand at that time for such rapid 
travel. The record of 142.9 miles made 
by the “Zeppelin on rails” two years 
ago, still stands unchallenged as the 
world's record for travel on rails, but 
the speed is too high for practical use.
